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FOUND MURDERED. 


AN ASSASSINATION IN TEXAS VAL- 
LEY. 


Hienry Henderson Shot Throug&t the Head 
and Killed—The Supposed Murderer Un- 
der Arrest. 

Rome, Ga., December 5.—[Special.]—In a 
lonely home in Texas valley, Henry Hender- 
son, & negro man about thirty-five years of age, 
was found murdered in his bed. His wife died 
about six months ago and he lived in the house 
by himself. The house was locked and has 
been that way since last Tuesday morning. It 
was supposed that Henderson had gone off 
visiting. The last seen of him was on Monday 
night about nine o’clock. “As he stayed away 
so long some suspicions arose. These suspi- 
cions becoming well founded, a portion of the 
shingles of the roof of the cabin were torn off 
and a ghastly spectacle was revealed. The 
missing man was found lying in a pool of 
blood, 

Major Tutt, father-in-law of the murdered 
man, stated that Henderson ate supper at his 
house on Monday night. He left after supper 
and that was the last seen of him.- Lavenia 
Smith, sister of John Smith, the supposed 
murderer, said that the last time she saw Hen- 
derson was about sundown on Monday. She lives 
between Tutt and Johnson’s, and heard some 
one ride by her house soon after dark, going 
toward Johnson’s, and came back in the direc- 
tion of Henderson’s late at night. The house 
in which the murder occurred is situated in the 
upper end of Texas valley, on the road from 
Kchols’s mill to Coosa valley, about a quarter 
of amile distant from Major Tutt’s house. 
Henderson, the murdered man, married 
one of Tutt’s daughters. Henderson was 
found to have a bullet hole through tlie 
iobe of his left ear. The bullet cut one of the 
main arteries in his neck, and from this came 
the pool of blood in which he was found. Sus- 
picion points strongly toa young man named 
John Smith. 

Henry Henderson bought a horse, and John 
Smith’s father stood security for him. On last 
Monday afternoon HerJerson swapped horses 
iwith Millard Brown. For some _ reason 
this displeased the old man, There was some 
grudge between Henderson and old man Smith. 

Jolin Smith went home with Henderson on 
Monday night. Since that night he has never 
beenSseen ;|neither have the horse, bridle or sad- 
dle of Henderson, The door of the murdered 
man’s house was locked, andsome one must 
have been inside to have secured the key.

A Republican Scheme.} 

' An Indiana correspondent of the Cincin- 
mati Commercial-Gazette, whosigns him- 
self ‘‘A Repnblican,’’ advocates the 
colonization of the negroes. 

The Commercial Gazette’s correspondent 
takes the ground that his scheme is the 
only way to break up the solid south. He 
thinks that when the negroes move out 
millions of northern whites will move in. 
Ile says: 

- Whatisto hinder thenew administration from 
colonizing the negroes in New Mexico and Arizona? 
Could not congress oftereach colored head ofa 
family forty acres of ground, a mule and the neces- 
sary implements forthe cuitivation of cotton and 
corn, with a cheap house, etc., if they would emi- 
grate to New Mexico’ Give them plenty of schools to 
educate their children, and when enough have 
moved to that country, admit them to statehood. 
Throw the protection around them necessary to 
give thema fairstart in life,and we venture the 
assertion that the colored people will make a show- 
ing that will not only do honor to themselves, but 

also the great republiean party. Such a proviston 
will take a large majority of the colored people out 
of the solid south, and they will haveto bring in 
Jaborers of another race, and the probabilities are 
there would soon be a smash up in the ‘solid south”’ 
that would not only benefit the country at large, 
but benefit themselves to such an extent as to create 
a grand productive and manufacturing country 
south of the Mason and Dixon line. 

This, of course, would be expensive for awhile, 
but we are paying out millions yearly to support the 
“poor Indian,” with no prospect of their ever be- 
coming civilized, and after throwing over three 
million colored people on their own resources, 

- without a home or education, is it not the duty of 
the nation to protect themat least as wellas; we 
protect the American Indian? 

The southern white people will nevyersubmit to 
have the ignorant black people rule over them and 
eollect and disburse their money. and the republi- 
eans in the north would not allow such 
affairs to exist either were they similarly situated, 
It seems tome that “colonization” is the only plan 
to break up the solid south. 

It will strike most people that the advo- 
cate of this magnificent project has not 
considered the difficulties in the way. 
There is agreat dealto hinder the new 
aiministration from colonizing the negroes 

_ in New Mexico and Arizona. The govern- 
ment would not be doing justice to the 
Whites in those territories if it made an 
effort to force or persuade the blacks to 
move there, and it has no more right to 
Grive the blacks from their present homes 
than it would have to drive the whites 
away. 

Apart from the moral aspect of the ques- 
tion it must be admitted that the migration 
ef the negroes toa distant region would 
satisfactorily settle a troublesome problem. 
Under the management of the federal gov- 
ernment sucha movement would not be 
more expensive than the nation could af- 
ford. In the sixteenth century, when 
600,000 Moors were expelled from Spain, 
the modern traveling facilities were not in 
existence, and the transfer of such a large 
body of people must have been very slow 
and very costly. With our present facilities 
it is probable that the transportation of the 
more than ten times that number of negroes 
in the south could be accomplished with an 
outlay not much greater than Spain's 
expenditures ini the case of the Moors. 

The colonization of the negroes is practi- 
eable, if this government is willing to pur- 
sue a tyrannical and unjust course. This 
is not to be thought of. The next thing, 
then, for the advocates of colonization to do 
is to tempt the negroes to seek new homes 
in another country, It would be a hard 
matter to persuade 7,000,000 people to sell 
out, and take up their lime of march to an 
unknown land, and it would be unreasona- 
ble to expect it. 

It isa iitth singular that the northern 

yeoublicans should beso much worried over 
the race question, Inthe south the two 


astate of 


races understand each other very well, and | 


their relations are amicable and satisfactory 
except when an occasional agitator from 
the north endeavors to stir up strife and 
bitterness. Perhaps there would be no 
negro problem if outsiders would let us 
alone, and attend to their own affairs.

The Socialists and Their Plans. 

An honest poor man out of work in Chi- 
cago would be sent to jail for vagrancy. But 
when several thousand dishonest loafers 
combine together and threaten to begina 
campaign of robbery, arson and murder the 
authorities make it a point to treat them 
with distinguished consideration. 

It is a fine thing to be a leading socialist 
in a big city like Chicago. Such a man is 
courted by the politicians, and it is an easy 
matter for him to live without work. The 
other day Mr. Christenson, a prominent so- 
cialist, was interviewed by a reporter. ‘The 
agitator spoke freely, and appeared perfect- 
ly willing to tell all he knew... Withcharm- 
ing frankness he stated that the socialists of 
Chicago were about 75,000 strong. They 
intended to wage a warfare against religion, 
government and society. They were estab- 
lishing secular schools to counteract the in- 
fluence of the Sunday-schools, and as soon 
as they felt strong enough it was their pur- 
pose to rise, overthrow the government, re- 
distribute property, and reorganize society 
to suit themselves, 

After Chicago’s bitter experience with 
the socialists, one would naturally suppose 
that her authorities would nip this sort of 
thing in the bud. But it seems that a differ- 
ent policy isto be adopted. The socialists 
are to be allowed to meet and perfect their 
organization. They are to be petted and 
interviewed and brought into notoriety. 
Not until they actually begin their bloody 
work will the police interfere with them. 

This may be the way to check crime and 
protect society, but people outside of Chica- 
go fail tosee the wisdom of such a course. 
Would it not be better to jail and hang a 
few socialists now, instead of waiting until 
we havea whole army of them to deal 
with? The good people of Chicago would 
do well to ponder over this question. Delay 
in such a matter is dangerous.

The Negro Vote. 

The little talk which Senator Ingalls had 
with the Washington correspondent of THE 
CONSTITUTION the other day, following, as 
it did, hard on the heels of some remarks 
made by Congressman Oates, of Alabama, 
has attracted a good deal of attention at the 
north. 

Mr. Oates, it will be remembered, is in 
favor Of disfranchising the negro. He 
thinks that this is the only solution of the 
negro problem as it exists:in the south to- 
day, and he seems to be of the opinion that 
the proposition will commend itself to the 
public sentiment of the north, especially to 
the public sentiment represented by repub- 
licans. 

Mr. Oates believes, and a great many peo- 
ple believe with him, that not only the re- 
publican politicians, but the republican 
voters, have come to regard negro suffrage 
as something of an elephant that cannot be 
utilized. 

It is said by the republican statesmen that 
the negro was enfranchised so that he might 
emmploy the ballot for his own protection. 
This {s an afterthought. The negroes were 
enfranchised by the republicans, first, be- 
cause such a course was in the line of their 
policy to humiliate the ‘‘rebels,’”? and, sec- 
ond, because they had an idea that the col- 
ored voters would feel themselves bound 
forever after to rush tothe. polls and vote 
solidly forthe republican party. 

This scheme worked marvellously well 
while the carpetbag governments were in 
operation at the south. In those days the 
republicans paid some attention to the ne- 
groes. They made specches to them, 
drummed them up from the plantations, 
organized them into union leagues, inflamed 
their minds against the white people, fed 
them by means of the freedmen’s bureau, 
promised them forty acres and a mule, and 
danced attendance on them in a style that 
was as flattering as it was assidious. 

But all that has passed away. The ne- 
groes have not received their forty acres and 
amule. Thereghas been no attempt on the 
part of the whites to remand them toslavery. 
On the other hand, the white republicans 
have cultivated them only for the purpose 
of getting office, and the freedman’s bank, 
controlled by republicans, has robbed them 
of their hard-earned sayings. While the 
vast majority of the negro voters are repub- 
licans, they are not at all enthusiastic. 
They are apathetic. Instead of hanging 
around the palls as they used to do, they 
stay at home, and they have a definite ex- 
cuse for this since their party is in such an 
unorganized condition that it does nat even 
make nominations, ® 

The bugaboo of democratic rule can no 
longer be evoked to frighten the negro. He 
knows that if he is industrious, sober and 
honest--that if he is a good citizen, in short 
~—he will find friends and protectors in the 
white men who in every community, have 

-an interest in the peace and good order of 
society. If he is idle and vicious, his fate 
is the fate of the idle and vicions white man. 

All these things are well understood in 
the south, even by the negroes themselves; 
but the republicans persist in claiming that 
the negro vote is suppressed by the demo- 
crats—and they base their claims mainly on 
some remarks made by Mr. Henry Watter- 
son, who, in an idle moment, wrote a tre- 
mendous essay for some northern monthly. 
On this showing, and on their own assum p- 
tions, the republicans threaten to stir up 
things in the south in amare or legs lively 
Way. 

It is to prevent this stirring up and to 
remedy a very disagreeable and perplexing 
problem that Mr. Oates proposes to disfran- 
chise the negroes. To what extent leading 
republicans at the north wil] agree with 
him, remains to be seen. During the past 
two or three years some of them have 
openly advocated such a policy. 

It is for this reason that Senator Ingalls’s 
talk with our correspondent has an interest 
and animportance that would not other- 
wise attach to it; for it must be apparent to 
every one that the senator’s remarks are to 
be read between the lines, To all] intents 
and purposes, lie goes as far as apy southern 
man could go when he practically admits 


that the suppression of the negro vote is 
justifiable from a southern point of view. 
He says he recognizes the burdens under 
which the southern people labor and the 
terrible conflicts in the future, but, he adds: 
‘‘There must be fair play. They cannot 
suppress the vote and still retain the repre- 
sentation.’’ 

This can only mean that Senator Ingalls, 
as a republican, would be willing to see the 
negro vote ‘‘suppressed,’’ if the south is 
willing to surrender the advantages which 
this vote gives politically. The Boston Ad- 
vertiser has some remarks that run parallel 
with those of Senator Ingalls, so that it 
may be taken for granted that at least a few 
prominent republicans of the north are will- 
ing to see the negroes practically disfran- 
chised if the south is willing to surrender 
the increased representation based on the 
negro vote. 

The south, as her part of the bargain, 
would have to give up forty congressmen; 
instead of 121, it would have to put up with 
81. The qu@ion is, what does the south 
think of such a trade?

SAVED BY A LETTER. 


The Narrow Escape of an Innocent Man 
from Life Imprisonment. 

MounT CARMEL, Ill., December 5.—[Spec- 
ial.]—After the close of the trial last week, 
which resulted in the sentencing of John D. 
Cochran to the penitentiary for life as the 
murderer of John Bachenberger, it was made 
known that a letter was in existence which, if 
genuine, left little doubt that the deceased 
came to his death by his own hand. This 
caused considerable excitement, and steps 
were at once taken to investigate the author- 
ship of the letter, and an agent was sent to 
Evansville tothe home of Bachenberger for 
samples of Ins writing. These corresponded 
exactly with that of the letter, and show con- 
clusively that it is genuine. 

The letter was placedin the mail here on 
the day before the crime, and was addressed to 
the wife of deceased. It states that having 
grown tired of life he had determined to com- 
mit suicide, and tells his relatives where his 
body might be found. This, tegether with the 
fact that Bachenberger bought a revolver on 
the same day, leaves no room to doubt that it 
is a case of suicide and that Cochran is inno- 
ceut of the terrible crime charged against him. 
Steps are being taken to secure anew trial. 
Great indignation is expressed toward Reese, 
the companion of Cochran, who swore the 
crime on the latter in order to escape a possible 
conviction himself. 


REV. SAM JONES, 


His Missouri Campaign Closed—A Few 
Sparks from His Tinder Box. 
From the Si. Louls Globe-Democrat. 

Rev. Sam Jones, accompanied by Ben Deer- 
ing. returned to St. Louis yesterday morning 
from Columbia, Mo. Mr. Jones has just fin- 
ished a round of Missouri towns, having lec- 
tured at Moberly, Marshall and Columbia 
since Wednesday. He left yesterday for Ey- 
ansville, Ind. He held an audience at Colum- 
bia Friday night for two hours and forty min- 
utes, and kept their risibilities at the top notch 
all the while by his caustic wit and aphoristic 
utterances. Among other telling hits, he said: 

‘“‘A man who'll drink whisky is an infernal 
fool. If Lcould put it any stronger without 
eussin’, 1 would do so. If you Columbia peo- 
ple can’t put whisky down in Columbia and 
keep it down, the legislature ought to take the 
state university away and give it to some other 
town. Iwouldn’tsend my boys to college in 
any town saturated with whisky. [A hiss.] 
Did you hiss, sir? If you did, get up on your 
hind legs and stand. There are some sub- 
stances on which the truth will sizz when you 
pour it on.”’ 

Other pertinent remarks were: 

“If God ever calls a man to preach, he gives 
him sense enough to do it without a mann- 
script. When a preacher wants to preach 
Christ he don’t need any manuscript, but when 
he wants to preach himself, he ought to have 
one.’”’ 

“Some people say thev are priest-ridden. 
That’s a lie. There are mighty few preachers 
you can’t ride without saddle and bridle. 
Here’s one you can’t ride.” 

Talking about cowardly men in professions, 
he said: ‘‘Some of them are so little and no 
account that a tly can get up on their nose and 
paw ’em in one eye and kick ’em in the 
other,’’ 

“Cleveland has a backbone as big as a circus 
pole. He has made one of the cleanest records 
ever left behind by a president. I shail be 
glad if Mr. Harrison steps down four or eight 
years hence with such a record.”’ 

Speaking of this city in a conversation on the 
train, Mr. Jones said: ‘*There’s one difference 
between St. Louis and hell—hell has no river 
alongside of it.’’

The Southern Forestry. Congress Merged 
into the American Congress—Address of 
Welcome—President’s Address, 


The Southern forestry congress was, on 
yesterd: y, merged into the American congress, 

The s:gg ons of the joint congress were well 
attende: ,aid the interest in the proceedings 
seemed ‘oaugur well for the future. 

The lit of delegates, as printed in the pro- 
ceedings, shows that almost every wooded 


state is represented. 

The object of this association is to advance 

the interest of forestry. Forests in the United 
States and Canada are being rapidly depleted, 
but are not being repleted. Unnecessary waste 
is continually going on, and laws are necessary 
to check this devastation. Through! organiza- 
tion the advocates of the movement are enavled 
to exert influence in checking abuses of woods. 
The membership and interest in the organiza- 
tion increases yearly. 
j The American congress was organized?§in 
1882, the southern in 1885; but believing more 
could be accomplished by their united efforts, 
amalgamation was decided upon. 

The high character and prominence of the 
delegates, and the objects of their organization 
insures them a hearty welcome from the peo- 
ple of Atlanta.

3:20 p. m. yesterday afternoon by its presi- 
dent, ex-Governor Builock. Prayer was of- 
fered by Rev. A. G. Thomas. The chamber 
was quite well filled when the meeting was 
called to order. ‘The reporis of the secretary 
and treasurer were given verbally and accept- 
ed by the congress. 

Mr. G. H. Waring, of Georgia, offered the 
following resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted and ordered sent to the American for- 
estry congress:

Resolved, That hereafter that there shall be only 
one general association or forestry congress aud 
that organizations in the several states having this 
great public benefactor In charge are requested to 
correspond and unite with the American forestry 
congress, {Signed} G. H. WARING. 

Mr. W. T. Knott, of Kentucky, made a 
short speech on the subject of forestry. He 
said that the American forests were melting 
like frost work before the sun and unless 
something is done,in a short time we will 
have no timber. This industry is worth more 
than any othertour industries combined. The 
forests are be'ng depleted without any effort 
to reproduce them. 

Mr. Knott was interrupted by a committee 
from the American forestry§conyention, bear- 
ing the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the request of the Southe:n 
e:try congress for union with this association 
acceded to, ard that the membersof that associa 
tion be, and they are, hereby elected members of 
this association. 

tesolved, That a committee of five be app 
by the president to notify the Sout j 
congress of this action, and to invite its members to 
unite with us at once and participate in our pro- 
ceedings, 

The resolution was accepted by the body, 
and it was decided that the southern emerge 
into the American congress at once. 

After Mr. Knott closed his remarks the 
Southern congress adjourned sine die, in order 
to unite with the other congress. 

The Americin Forestry Congress. 
was called to order by its president, Hon. C. 
R. Pringle, in the house of representatives at 
the same hour the southern tongress met. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. Mr. Voindexter. 
The only business before this body was to 
accede to the resolution sent in by the 
southern congress. 
The Amalgamation Perfected. 

It wasa few minutes before four o’clock 
when the members of the southern congress 
that was, marched into the hall of the house. 
Their appearance was greeted by applause. 

The first business transacted was the appoint- 
ment of the following committee on creden- 
tials: Hons. Edgar T. Eusign, N. H. 
ston and G. H. Waring. 

The following gentlemen were then invited 
to participate in the deliberations of the body: 
Judge J. G. Henderson, of Georgia: Professor 
5S. J. Rauner, of Russia; General Greely, of 
Washington, D. C, 

A committee on business was appointed, as 
follows: Governor Bullock, Major S. Root 
and Hon. B. KE. Fernaw. 

The corresponding secretary, Fernow, then 
read his report. In it he spoke of the fruitful- 
ness of the past vear; of the increased interest 
inthe work through the states, especially in 
New England} New York, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, Illinois, Kentucky and Tennessee. 
An effort has been made during the past year 
to impress congress of the necessity of the 
requirements of the national timber interests® 
The bill for an administration of the nationa 
timber domain, presented at the Springfield 
meeting, has been considerably moditied in its 
details and introdrced im both houses. He 
warnea against discouragement, instancing 
the time required to pass the interstate 
commerce bill. The congress has _par- 
ticipated in exhibitions, thus advertising 
the condition of the forestry interests, ? 
_ The report reviewed the organization from a 
firtaneial standpoint, and showed that the con- 
gress had accomplished its work at little ex- 
pense. The people have to be oducated to the 
question. During the existence ef the organi- 
zation nine meetings have been held besides 
the large initial meeting in Cincinnati in 1882 
and extraordinary meeting in Washington 
city, annual meetings in Montreal, St. Panl, 
Saratoga, Boston, Denver, Springtield, [linois, 
and Cleveland. 

The readiness with which the governags of 
the several states have responded to the invita- 
tion to send delegates, proves that intelligent 
conception is dawning and that forest preserva- 
tion is not a matter for the theorist and the 
enthusiastic to talk about, but the statesmen 
and landed proprietor to act upon. 

Eyening Sesstor. 

There was a good attendance at the evening 
session. Rev. Dr. Tucker opened the exer- 
cises with prayer. Governor Gordon, who 
was to deliver the address of welcome being 
unavoidably absent, Hon. A. S. Clay, speaker 
of house of representatives was invited to wel- 
come the congress. Mr. Clay said:

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jhe Appropriation Bill Discussed at Length 
—Dr. Felton and the Western and Atlan. 
tic Committee. 


The internal revenne resolution will be re- 
ported to the house this morning with the 
recommendation that it do pass. « 

And some live’y times may be expected. 

The committee on state of the republic, 
which has the matter in hand, met yesterday 
after the house adjourned, in front of the 
speaker's desk. The full committee, seven 
teen, was present. 

Chairman Rawls stated briefly that the reso- 
lution had been reconsidered Tuesday after- 
noon, after which the committee had ail! 
journed, with the understanding that it wou!d 

meet today. 

Mr. Turner moved that the committee re- 
port the resolution to the house favorably. 

Mr. Snelson said he hoped that the com- 
mittee would not make any such report. The 
repeal of internal revenue would paralyze, he 
thought, the mining, manufacturing, mercan- 
tile and agricultural interests of our country. 
He did not think that the Georgi. legislature 
had any right to dictate to congress on any 
question. 

Mr. Duggar said that our congressmen are 
the servants of the people, and we have a 
right to instruct them in this matter. 

Mr. Whitaker moved to table the motion to 

make a favorable report. This motion was 
lost. 

The motion to make a favorable report of 
the resolution was then put, and the vote re- 
sulted eight in favor and eight against the 
motion. Chairman Rooks cast his vote for a 


favorable report. 

Mr. Snelson gave notice that he would make 
a minority report against the resolution. 

The following is the vote on the mptien to 
report the resolution favorably: Ayes, Messr: 
Rawls, Turner, Vandever, Peacock, Duggar, 
Fain, Kitchens, Snead ; ind ‘LTanner—?. Navs, 
Messrs, Snelson, Montgomery, Murray, Stokes, 
Whitaker, Speer, Smith of Calhoun, and Kim- 
ble—S. 

The Appropriation BI. 

The appropriation bill occupied most of the 
session of the house yesterday. There are 
fourteen sections of the bill, and at the time the 
committeo of the whole house adjourned, only 
four sections had been adopted. 

The house went into a committee of 5 p 
whole with Mr. Simmons, of {Sumter,' in ar 
chair. The bill was read in its entirety, aftex 
which it was taken up by sections. 

The first section of the bill provided for the 
salaries of state louse officers as follows: Goy- 
ernor, $3,000; secretary of state, $2,000; comp- 
troller-general, $2,000; treasurer of the state, 
$2,000 ; attorney-general, $2,000; state librari- 
an, $1,500; for the compensation of the secto- 
taries and clerical force in the executive de- 
partment, $6,000; for salary of clerk of secre- 
tary of state, $1, 000; clerks in the com ptroller- 
general’s oftice, including the insurance 
department and clerk in the wild land office, 
$4,000; for salary of the clerk of: the state 
treasurer, $1,600. 

Mr. Humphries, of Brooks, moved to amend 
the section relating to the salary for librarian 
by —e out $1,500 and inserting $2,000 per 
annum. He supported the amendment in a 
Vigorous speech. 

Mr. Harrell, of Webster, made the point 
that the salary of the librarian was fixed by 
law at $1,500 per annum, and the amount 
could not be changed in a general appropria- 
tion bill. 

Mr. Smith, of Gwinnett, stated that a bil! 
had been reported favorably by the committee 
on appropriations to make the salary of the 
librarian $1,600. The oftice was a light one 
and easily filled. 

Mr. Matthews, of Houston, was of the 
epinion that the general appropria- 
tion bill could contain nothing that was not 

rovided for by law. Thesalary was fixed at 

1,500, and could not be changed except by a 
bill being passed to that effect. 

Mr. Humphries withdrew his amendment, 
and the section was adopted as reported by the 
com initte e. 

Section 2, providing for the compensation 
ef the president of the senate, speaker of 
the house and members of the genoral assem- 
bly, was adopted without amendment. 

Section three was adopted without amend- 
ment except in the first paragraph where the 
word ‘‘sworn’’ was stricken out. Mr. Arn- 
heim wanted to strike the word ‘sworn,’ as 
he thought members of committees who visit 
public institutions should not be required to 
swear before Almighty God that their state- 
ments of expenses were correct.

partment, $6,000; for salary of clerk of secre- 
tary of state , $l, 000 : clerks in the coin pt roller- 
general’s oftice, including the insurance 
department and clerk in the wild land office, 
£4,000; forsalary of the clerk of the state 
treasurer, $1,600. 

Mr. Humphries, of Brooks, moved to amend 
the section relating tothe salary for librarian 
by striking out $1,500 and inserting $2,000 per 
annum. He supported the amendment in a 
Vigorous speech. 

Mr. Ilarrell, of Webster, made the point 
that the salary of the librarian was fixed by 
law at $1,500 per annum, and the amount 
could not be changed in a general appropria- 
tion bill. 

Mr. Smith, of Gwinnett, stated that a bill 
had been reported favorably by the committee 
on appropriations to make the salary of the 
librarian $1,600.
